Murray Head Start celebrates 
50 years, 22 in Fulton County

“In 1965 we started a summer 
program caUedHeadStart,’’began 
Tammy Taylor, a representative 
with Murray Head Start, now 
in her 25th year with the early 
learning educational program. 
“The program was created to 
help kids of low income families 
transition from the system into 
school.” 

Taylor and those who work 
in Head Start in Fulton County 
were on hand on Thursday, 
April 16, to recognize members 
of the Fulton County Board of 
Education and Superintendent 
Aaron Collins. Tameka Gray and 
her staff of Melissa McKinney, 
Tonya McClure, Celinda Udley, 
Audiene Nance, and Kelly 


Cuttrell (not present) were also 
recognized for their contributions 
as employees of the Head Start 
program in Fulton County. 

The program began in Murray, 
Ky., with 23 children and has now 
grown into a successful program 
that now provides an educational 
boost for children in 11 school 
districts in eight counties in 
western Kentucky. “Once we 
were established in Murray we 
asked for additional funding for 
Marshal and McCracken counties 
and then on to Graves, Fulton, 
Hickman and more,” added 
Taylor. “We received the funding 
for the four river counties almost 
25 years ago.” 

Taylor began her career with 
Head Start at that time in 1993. 
“I am originally from Graves 


County,” she noted. “Over the 
years we have been blending 
everything together to provide 
educational support for our 
children.” 

Taylor also made reference to 
the $200,000 in funding to help 
build a portion of the Fulton 
County Board of Education 
building which houses Fulton 
County’s Head Start. “Funding 
for a bus was also received,” 
Taylor continued. 

“We are thankful,” she 
concluded. “We were just trying 
to find our place 50 years ago and 
now we feel included and we are 
here to help prepare the kids to 
be their best. We made it work 
when no one thought it would 
happen.”

Fiscal Court shows support for Hardin 
County on Right-to-work legislation

Jenny Oldham, Hardin County 
Attorney formally requested that 
the Fulton County Fiscal Court 
and her other counties join in 
an Amicus Brief in support of 
the Hardin County Fiscal Court 
defense of county authority to 
pass Right-to-Work legislation. 

On TTiursday, April 16, Fulton 
County Fiscal Court Magistrates 
James D. Black, Henry Callison 
and Billy “Bubba” Nelms and 
Judge/Executive Jim Martin 
voted to direct Fulton County 
Attorney Rick Major to sign 
the Amicus Brief in support of 
county authority to pass Right- 
to-Work Ordinances. 

Hardin County and Fulton 
County are among a handful of 
counties who have approved local 
ordinance. Others who have voted 
to pass right-to-work legislation 


include Warren, Simpson, Todd, 
and Cumberland. With more 
following suit, including Whitley, 
Pulaski, Rockcastle, Adair, 
Butler and Logan introducing 
ordinances. There are two dozen 
or more counties that are in the 
process of talking about passing 
similar legislation. 

“Right-to-work is probably one 
of the most misunderstood pieces 
of legislation,” stated Judge 
Martin. “It is just a freedom of 
choice.” 

Judge Martin also stated that 
Kentucky loses out and it is held 
against the Bluegrass State by 
industries who make decisions 
on where to locate because 
Kentucky is not a right-to-work 
state like many others who 
surround the state. 

“Illinois is also trying to do it,” 
he added. “Tennessee has it.” 

It was also noted that the Fiscal 


Court has heard from two Fulton 
County residents who oppose 
the legislation. “No one else has 
spoken out against it,” added 
Judge Martin. “When union 
members have the reaction of 
being against right-to-work they 
are only seeing one part of it.” 

The state Republican Senate 
already passed the bill, but 
the House Labor & Industry 
Committee recently voted down 
the effort on a near party-line 
vote. 

Many who have agreed with 
the legislation have argued that 
Kentucky is losing jobs to other 
states who have already passed 
legislation to become right-to- 
work states. Those who disagree 
with the law, simply state that 
right-to-work will ultimately 
harm unions and push down 
wages.

Craig Turner, Director of Pupil 
Personnel. 


Two coaching positions will 
also become vacant on June 30. 
Merry Williams, Middle School

When teachers are hired to fill 
opened position for the 15/16185- 
day school year, the following 
salary schedule will be utilized.

10-14 years experience brings a 
salary of $44,474; 15-19 years 
is $46,025.74; and 20+ years 
experience and BS degree is 
$46,808.43.

West Hickman Baptist memories....

I stood there and gulped. My 
legs a little shaky as I started to¬ 
ward the steps leading up to the 
sanctuary in the West Hickman 
Baptist Church.

My mom had taken 
my hand and dragged me to the 
little white block Pentecostal 
church on the corner of Walnut 
and Marr Street in West Hickman 
many times.

My cousins, the Cagles, lived 
directly over Bond Hill from my 
gray sided house on the corner 
that was over the levee in West 
Hickman.

I have 2 notes that are “FYI” 
for Hickman Courier readers. 

Note 1: In the photo caption 
of the Hickman downtown fire, 
it states the fire was reported at 
5:10 am by a “passerby”. The 
fire was reported by my father, 
Charles Rudolph “Mr. Charlie” 
Glaser who had been Assistant 
Fire Chief to Fire Chief Benjamin 
Wilson Posey, my “Uncle Pat”. I 
was in Hickman a short time after 
that fire and my father related the 
events. At that time in history, he 
had retired and was running the 
Commercial Appeal paper route. 
He went to the theater at 5:00 am 
to pick up the day’s papers where 
the paper truck had dropped his 
papers under the marquee. When 
he stepped from his car, he heard 
the roar and knew from experi¬ 
ence that couldn’t be good. He 
got back into his car and drove 
to the Fire Chief’s residence and 
woke him up and told him down¬ 
town Hickman was ablaze. So 
my father, not some “passerby” 
saved downtown Hickman from 
total destruction. 

Note 2: In the 125 years ago 
article my Grandfather George 
Rudolph Glaser’s name was 
spelled “Glazier”. That is the 
French spelling; Glasser is the 
Austrian spelling. My Great 
Grandfather, Rudolph Anton 
Glaser came from Baden-Baden, 
Germany to Hickman near the 
end of the War of Northern Ag¬ 
gression. He spelled his name 
Glaser as he had been taught 
by his parents Anton Glaser and 
Catherine Glaser. (Glaser was 
her maiden name; must have met 
at a family reunion.)

Dear Dave, 

I got a department store credit 
card, using my real age at the 
time, when I was 17. I ran up a 
debt of $150, and the balance has 
grown to over $350. This was 
10 or 12 years ago, but a debt 
collection agency started calling 
again the other day wanting the 
money. Hasn’t the statute of 
limitations run out by now? What 
should I do?

Dear Elizabeth, 

There is a statute of limitations, 
but there are a couple of other 
things to consider, too. First, the 
debt is not collectible because a 
minor alone cannot enter into a 
legally binding contract in any 
state. The second thing is they 
can screw up your credit report 
for a very long time, and it 
sounds like they’re in the process 
of doing that right now. 

Here’s my advice. Call them 
and explain that they are past the 
statute of limitations, and that 
you are considering suing them. 
After that, remind them that you 
were a minor when someone 
approved you for the card, which 
means the store you signed up 
with can be sued as well. 

However, since you did take 
stuff from the store, offer them 
the original $ 150 to settle the deal. 
Get it in writing that the account 
is settled in full by this amount, 
and don’t give them electronic 
access to your money. When 
you get the settlement offer in 
writing, keep a copy of the letter 
and a copy of the cashier’s check 
you’ll use as payment. 

Pay it because you owe it, 
Elizabeth. It’s a moral issue. And 
hopefully as a result you can get 
these kinds of people out of your 
life for good!

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Bondurant, Coffman elected to UK Alumni 
Association Hall of Distinguished Alumni 



Fulton County natives Jenni¬ 
fer Burcham Coffman and Amy 
L. Bondurant have been selected 
as part of the 2015 class of in¬ 
ductees into the UK Alumni As¬ 
sociation Hall of Distinguished 
Alumni. The first official recog¬ 
nition ceremony of the members 
of the UK Alumni Association 
Hall of Distinguished Alumni 
took place in 1965. Thus, the 
year 2015 is special because it 
marks the 50th anniversary of 
the formal celebration of the 
hall. However, some individuals 
were selected as early as 1963, 
publicly announced in 1964, but 
only officially recognized in the 
first ceremony of 1965. 

With the 2015 honorees, the 
total number of alumni honored 
to date is 306 from more than 
220,000 UK graduates. Here is a 
link to their website where pre¬ 
vious recipients are listed: UK 
Alumni Association Hall of Dis¬ 
tinguished Alumni. 

This year’s class was honored 
on Friday, April 17, at the Hilton 
Lexington Downtown Hotel, 369 
West Vine Street, Lexington.

Jennifer Burcham Coffman

Jennifer Burcham Coffman 
was appointed U.S. District 
Judge for the Eastern and West¬ 
ern Districts of Kentucky in 
1993 and elevated to chief judge 
of the Eastern District in 2007. 
She was the first female to hold 
either of these positions within 
the Commonwealth. Coffman 
retired from the federal district 
bench in 2013. 

She was appointed in 2011 to 
the Foreign Intelligence Surveil¬ 
lance Court, which oversees re¬ 
quests by the U.S. national secu¬ 
rity community for surveillance 
of suspected foreign intelligence 
agents. She also retired from this 
position in 2013. 

Prior to her federal judicial 
appointment, Coffman was a 
trial lawyer whose practice fo¬ 
cused on education, employ¬ 
ment and constitutional law. She 
was also an adjunct instructor of 
legal writing at the UK College 
of Law. She lectured frequently, 
served on various law-related 
committees, and chaired the 
1992 Kentucky Bar Association 
Convention. Coffman, a native 
of Union City, Tennessee, has 
also taught middle-school Eng¬ 
lish in Virginia and was a refer¬ 
ence librarian in Newport News, 
Virginia, and the UK Margaret I. 
King Library. 

She is an adjunct instructor at 
the UK College of Law, where 
she directs the Judicial Extern- 
ship Program, facilitates a vis¬ 
iting judge initiative and assists 
with philanthropic efforts. 

Coffman was in the inaugural 
class of the UK College of Law 
Hall of Fame in 1996, and she 
was named Outstanding Alum¬ 
nus by the UK College of Com¬ 
munication and Information in 
2013. She has received awards 
from various organizations, in¬ 
cluding the Kentucky Bar As¬ 
sociation Distinguished Judge 
Award, Kentucky Bar Cen¬ 
ter Award, Lexington YWCA 
Women of Achievement Award 
and the Equipoise Award for 
Career/Family Balance from 
the Lexington chapter of the 
National Association of Women 
Business Owners. 

Her husband, Dr. Wes Coff¬ 
man ’78 DE, is a retired dentist 
who is now an assistant profes¬ 


sor at the UK College of Den¬ 
tistry. They are the parents of 
two grown children.

Amy L. Bondurant served as 
the U.S. ambassador to the Or¬ 
ganization for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development 
(OECD) in Paris, France, from 
1997-2001, and has had a pro¬ 
fessional career spanning more 
than 30 years in government and 
private legal practice. As an at¬ 
torney, she has counseled a di¬ 
verse clientele of multinational 
corporations and has been a fre¬ 
quent speaker and commentator. 

Her tenure as the first female 
U.S. ambassador to the OECD 
spanned the Clinton and Bush 
administrations. Bondurant led 
efforts to reform the institution, 
including rightsizing of its hu¬ 
man and financial resource base. 
Her diplomatic and policy skills 
enabled her to champion success¬ 
fully the first set of international 
corporate governance principles 
and the implementation of the 
anti-corruption convention ad¬ 
opted by the organization. 

Bondurant also served for 12 
years in the legislative branch 
of the U.S. government. As se¬ 
nior counsel to the U.S. Senate 
Committee on Commerce, Sci¬ 
ence and Transportation under 
then-chairman Ernest Hollings 
(D-SC) and to its Consumer 
Subcommittee under then Sena¬ 
tors Wendell H. Ford (D-KY) 
and A1 Gore (D-TN), she man¬ 
aged the passage of numerous 
major laws. She has written and 
spoken on topics, such as the 
importance of governmental 
structures in developing econo¬ 
mies and the impacts of global¬ 
ization. Bondurant also serves 
on the Council of Foreign Rela¬ 
tions and the Council of Ameri¬ 
can Ambassadors. 

She has been inducted into the 
College of Arts & Sciences Hall 
of Fame, her original reporting 
school. She was also a practic¬ 
ing attorney from 1987-1997, 
serving as the first female board 
and executive committee mem¬ 
ber of Vemer Liipfert Bernhard 
McPherson and Hand. 

Bondurant has served on a 
number of boards, such as the 
American Hospital of Paris and 
Rolls-Royce PLC in London, 
England, where she was the first 
female board member. She is a 
general partner of Bozman Part¬ 
ners, a private investment firm 
in Paris, France, and Washing¬ 
ton. Having grown up in Hick¬ 
man, she graduated from UK 
and the Washington College of 
Law of American University. 
At UK, Bondurant served as the 
president of Panhellenic and as 
a member of Delta Delta Delta. 
She is married to David E. Dunn, 
a senior partner at Squire Patton 
Boggs and has one son, David 
B. Dunn.

Have you ever felt dizzy, 
lightheaded, or as if the room were 
spinning around you? These can 
be very troublesome sensations. 
If the feeling happens often, 
it could be a sign of a balance 
problem. Balance problems are 
among the most common reasons 
that older adults seek help from 
a doctor. 

In 2008, an estimated 14.8 
percent of American adults 
(33.4 million) had a balance or 
dizziness problem during the 
past year. 

Why Good Balance is 
important 

Having good balance means 
being able to control and maintain 
your body’s position, whether 
you are moving or remaining 
still. An intact sense of balance 
helps you: 

• walk without staggering 

• get up from a chair without 
falling 

• climb stairs without tripping 

• bend over without falling. 

The part of the inner ear 

responsible for balance is the 
vestibular system, often referred 
to as the labyrinth. To maintain 
your body’s position, the 
labyrinth interacts with other 
systems in the body, such as the 
eyes, bones and joints. 

Good balance is important 
to help you get around, stay 
independent, and carry out daily 
activities. 

When People Have 
Problems with Balance 

As they get older, many people 
experience problems with their 
sense of balance. They feel dizzy 
or unsteady, or as if they or their 
surroundings were in motion. 
Disturbances of the inner ear are 
a common cause. 

Vertigo, the feeling that you 
or the things around you are 
spinning, is also a common 
symptom. 

Balance disorders are one 
reason older people fall. Falls 
and fall-related injuries, such as 
hip fracture, can have a serious 
impact on an older person’s life. 
If you fall, it could limit your 
activities or make it impossible to 
live independently. Many people 
often become more isolated after 
a fall. 


About Balance Problems 

According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, 
roughly more than one-third of 
adults ages 65 years and older 
fall each year. Among older 
adults, falls are the leading cause 
of injury-related deaths. 

Some of the more popular 
types of balance disorders include 
BPPV (Benign Paroxysmal 
Positional Vertigo), Labyrinthitis 
and Meniere’s Disesase. 
Meniere’s diseases is a balance 
disorder that causes a person to 
experience: 

• vertigo 

• hearing loss that comes and 
goes 

• tinnitus, which is a ringing or 
roaring in the ears 

• a feeling of fullness in the 
ear. 

There are many ways to treat 
balance disorders. Treatments 
vary depending on the cause. 
See your doctor if you are 
experiencing dizziness, vertigo, 
or other problems with your 
balance.

One of the many items discussed 
during a recent planning session 
of the Fulton County School 
was a district sign. “A new sign 
with new technology including 
full color, LED lighting, 12 ft 
by 3 ft and will play up to 21 
seconds of video is available 
for approximately $30,000,” 
noted Fulton County Schools 
Superintendent Aaron Collins. 
“Keith Crouch with Greer Neon 
who installed the sign currently 
on the school grounds is available 
to install the new sign.” With 
Columbia blue not available for 
the sign color, Pepsi blue was 
discussed. 

School Board Member Dale 
Vowell asked the question where 
is the money coming from to pay 
for it. 

“We did a board resolution 
for bonding thinking we would 
need $30,000 this year to start the 
Trane project,” answered Supt. 
Collins. “Turns out we don’t need 
that money for bonding so those 
funds are available to cover the 
expense of the sign.” A budget 
amendment would have to be 
approved by the school board for 
this expense. 


The current sign is old and 
currently a faculty member 
oversees the sign and is asked 
to place messages on the sign, 
as well. “Only one side of the 
sign is in working order and 
several parts of the sign need to 
be replaced including lighting, 
glass, and paint,” noted Supt. 
Collins on why the board is 
reviewing the possibility of 
replacing the sign. “The cost of 
repairing and replacing the sign 
was approaching 50% of the cost 
to install a new LED sign.” 

The life expectancy of a sign 
is 20 years and Fulton County’s 
current sign has surpassed that 
figure, as well as technology. “The 
new sign will have a baked in 
color and will not need painting,” 
added Supt. Collins. “The 
new sign follows our vision of 
proficiency passing on news and 
information to our constituents 
and to show our Pilot Pride.” 

The current sign was courtesy 
of by the Beta Clubs of 1986- 
1991. 

At this time, the board has 
not approved the proof and or 
acceptance of installing a new 
sign.

Coaching supplements, athletic 
resolution among planning session 
topics prior to school board meeting

During a planning session 
of the Fulton County School 
Board held on Thursday, April 
16 beginning at 5:15 p.m. 
several items were discussed 
including coaching supplements, 
FCEMS/HS Renovations Second 
Phase, Booster Club/Athletic 
Resolution, District Sign, and 
Purchase of Transformers/TVA 
Inspection. 

All five board members were 
present when Fulton County 
Superintendent Aaron Collins 
began with the discussion on the 
coaching supplements. “Look at 
the base salaries then longevity 
and our head coaches are making 
competitive salaries compared 
to other district in our area,” he 
said. “Our supplements are not as 
high as other districts. 

Some areas were hard to 
compare because schools like 
Hickman County and Carlisle 
County do not offer as many 
sports as Fulton County, such as 
football. 

All five board members made 
the decision to review the figures 
before making any decisions. 

Jennifer Davis, Chief Financial 
Officer, with the district for a 
year now, reminded the board 
that a tentative budget needs to 
be submitted by the end of May. 

Minor changes to the second 
phase of renovations were noted 
by Supt. Collins. “We have 
reviewed the LPC and bleachers 
for FCEMS are on the plan 
and added to the scope as an 
alternate,” he said. “The board 
will then pick which alternative 


items to complete based on 
available funding.” 

At the beginning of the 
2014/2015 school year, athletic 
teams were responsible for 
funding their travel expenses. 
“This year the bus department has 
made approximately $25,000,” 
Supt. Collins said. “This is the 
first time the transportation 
department has come out 
ahead with this year’s expenses 
at approximately $20,000 
for transportation to athletic 
events.” 

Realizing that this has put a 
burden on sports teams. Trying 
to lessen that burden, the board 
is contemplating a resolution 
with the athletic booster club. 
“First of all we would adopt the 
school colors of Columbia Blue 
and Vegas Gold,” noted Supt. 
Collins. “We are proud of those 
colors and our Pilot mascot.” 

With this in mind, the board 
and booster club would like to 
partner together with a company 
that would allow everyone to 
purchase athletic apparel and 
clothing from a company that 
would enable them to make their 
profits from the selling of these 
clothing to be sent directly to 
the school. “These funds would 
then be utilized for athletic 
transportation costs,” explained 
Supt. Collins. “This is a way to 
be proactive with assisting the 
teams with travel expenses.” 

Supt. Collins will go before the 
athletic booster club to discuss 
the possible resolution and idea 
and bring additional information 
back to the board at the next 
meeting.
